Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Wareham  and  Purbeck  Rural  District  for  the  year 
1940.  The  report,  as  directed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  is  much  curtailed 
and  limited  to  statistics  and  changes  which  have  taken  place  during  the  year. 

The  health  of  the  district  has  remained  satisfactory  during  the  year, 
although  the  notification  rates  for  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  and  Pneumonia 
were  higher  than  those  for  England  and  Yfales.  Details  are  given  in  the  body 
of  the  report  of  a  small  outbreak  of  Enteritis  at  West  Lulworth  which  was 

suspected  as  being  due  to  food  poisoning.  _  _ 

Changes  in  the  health  services  during  the  year  include,  the  provision  o 
an  ambulance  service,  and  the  extension  of  the  scheme  for  immunisation  of 

children  against  diphtheria.  _ 

The  sewerage  system  for  Ytfest  Lulworth  Village  was  completed  and  plans 
for  a  sewerage  system  for  Bestwall  Estate  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  for  approval. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  kindness  and 
consideration,  and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  other  Officials  of  the 
Council  for  their  co-operation  in  the  work,  of  the  Public  Health  and  Sanitary

The  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified  (41)  was  less  than  that  of  the 
preceding  year,  but  the  notification  rate  is  higher  than  that  for  England  and 
Wales*  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease* 

Three  hundred  and  twelve  cases  of  measles  were  notified,  the  numbers  being 
highest  during  the  four  weeks  ended  25th  August  (141  cases)*  The  illness  was 
relatively  mild  and  there  were  no  fatal  cases* 


Food  Poisoning* 

A  small  outbreak  of  enteritis  which  occurred  at  West  Lulw.orih  was  invesvngatela 
The  illness  was  relatively  mild  and  fortunately' no  deaths  occurred:.  Its  onsei  was 
sudden*  with  vomiting,  fairly  severe  abdominal  pains  with  prostration,  green  watery 
stools  and  in  a’ few 'bases,  blood  in  the  stools. 

It .is"  difficult  to  estimate  the  numbers  affected  but  I  should  say  about  13  to 
15  households.  Somewhat  lass  than  half  of  those  affected  had  me  die  all  "attention. 
Unfortunately  I  did  not. .become  aware  of  this  outbreak  of  illness  untix  ail  those 
affected  were  convalescent.  This  fact  hampered  investigation,  and  early 
investigation  is  of  primary  importance  in  cases...  of  suspected  food  poisoning - 

Samples  of  blood  were.  taken  from  ' six 'convalescents,  in  all  cases  the  blood 
proved  positive  to  B.  Aertryoke,  which  As  an. organism  responsible  for  food  poison¬ 
ing*  Only  in  one  case,  however,  was  the  test  strong  enough  to  be  considered 
diagnostic  of  food  poisoning,  in  the  other  five  it  was  "suspicious "o 

Semples  of  faeces  were  also  taken  from  the  convalescents,  all  of  these  proved 
negative,  except  one,  from.. which- B.  -Morgani  was  isolated*  This  organism  is  of 
itself"  non! pathogenic  but  is  often  associated,  with  food  poisonings 

On  investigation  the  source  of  infection  appeared  to  be  from  cooked  ham  which 
was  obtained  from  a  shop  in  the  village.  All, adult  cases,  except  one,  had  eaten 
cooked  ham  from  this  shop  on  the  day  before  the  onset  of  the  illness 0  The  one 
exception  was  an  isolated  base  at  Worgret  and  no  connection  with  the  West  Lulwcrth 
cases  could  be  established.  No  sample  of  cooked  ham  was  "available  for 
investigation.  The  onset  of  illness  in  all.  cases  was  about  ther  same  date*  The 
outbreak  was  limited,  no  doubt,  by  the  fact  that  the  supply  of  convaminel  food 
was  limited.  Inquiries  suggested  that  the  contamination  was  local* 

I  have  no  doubt  that  this  was  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning,  however  the  fac' 
was  not  prpven  as- investigation  was  too  late.  ...  . *  *-'•
